But theie Adverfaries Defign bath been to over- 
turn the Conftitution, to introduce Arbitrary-Power, 
Paffive-Obedience, Militarv-Goverrment, Star Cham- 
ber and High-Commiffion Courts, with many other 
Principles too dreadful to mention ; and the Pro- 
pagation of which Mankind behold with Horror. 
Who trembles not at this Account of Mixiferial 
Writers! Tenible indeed! if true: Bue who 
will believe one Word of what they fay? Who 
will have any Regard to what thefe Men affirm 
or dey, who never yet afferted any thing as Fatt, 
but they afferted a Fa!food ; who never prov'd any 
Propofition true, which they attempted to prove 
true: mor ever once quoted any Author who 
wrote againft them, but they quoted the Words 
wrong; OF put a wrong Senfe upon them? Thefe 
Men ftand conv:tted of Falvoods by their own Wri- 
tings, and fo have publith’d Records againft 
themfelues, and loft all Right to Publick 
Credit. 

But yer, while they go on to calumniate and 
abufe, we muft go on to defend; and take off 
thofe falfe Colours, which they are continually 
laying fo thick upon Afen and Things. 

They effirm, in the laft Craft/man, that the 
grand Difpute, between them and thejr Adverfa- 
ties, isnot a Difpute about particular Tranfabtions 
of Stdte; but about Principles of Government, 
which Court. Writers have advanced, defirudive 
of ail Liberty ; an abominable Syfiem of Politicks, 
which opens a Way to the Exercife of the moft 
lawlefs and uncontroulable Power. 

Now “tis fo far from being tue, that Principles 
of Government have been the grand Difpute be- 
tween us, that Principles of Government were never 
mentioned till very /ately ; nor have any of the 
Papers which the Craft/man refers to, for thofe 
Principles, exifled above tive or fix Months ; 
unlefs one, which I know nothing of, call’d, 
the Doftrine of Libels difcufs'd. And yet, the 
grand Difputes, between him and his Adverfaries, 
are thefe damnable Doétrines and Pofitions, which 
he hath epitomized, and very Schelaftically ranged 
under five Heads: And thefe Dofrines are alfo, it 
feems, a full Yuftification of all his Writings. 
That is, the grand Difpute between him and his 
Adverfaties, for four or five Tears paft, hath 
been an Occafional Difpute of three or four Months 
ftanding, about certain Political -Doétrines ; and 
that which fudy juftifies all his Writings, for /e- 
veral Tears paft, is a Difpute which arofe fince lap 
Winter. 

No: This is not the Difpute ; nor was the ge- 
meral Defign of the Craft/man, what he affirms, 
to efabli/h Principles of Government, upon which the 
Happine{s and Glory of the Nation ave founded ; and 
tO give a genuine Account of oll great TranfaGtions 
of State. This is abfolutely falfe; this is only 
the pretended Defign. We wil! therefore, to un. 
deceive the People, lay before the Publick the 
real Defign of the Craft(man, without any Pare 
tality or Difeuife; we'll ftrip him naked, and 
turn him out to be look’d upon: for fo Puftice 
demands. 
_, The Defign, the fole Defign, of the Craft/man 
(for the Truth of which we appeal to a# Readers) 
hath been to remove the Minifiry: This Defgn 
the Authors have been carrving on thefe four of 

ve Years, thro” various Weys, and by divers 
Methods, without any Regard to Truth or Puftice. 
The general Tenor of the Country Yournals hath 
Dot been abour Principles, or Fatts; but {currilows 
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inveFives againft the Miniftry, or rather one Per- 
fon in the Miniftry : To remove bim, all Ways 
have been try’d, every Method of Scandal and 
Defamation hes been put in Praétice ;  becaufe 
he is in Power, all Things are out of order’; Na- 
ture and Providence are but juft fafe, and fcarce 
left unarraigned : For bis fake, che whole Nation 
hath heen abufed ; Corruption and Degenesacy 
univerfally charged ; every Man corrupts, or is cor- 
rupted; the People ase bad, and their Reprefenta- 
tives avorfe ; all bought and fold like fo many Mead 
of Cattle; the great Leviathan, at the Helm of 
Affairs, knows exaétly che Price of them all; 
and buys them up to ferve his own wicked Pur- 
pofes. The Conftitution hath been reprefented 
tottering; the Government, finking ; and che 
Head of she Government weakly yielding to Tyranny 
and Oppreffion. Liberty has been drawn fading ; 
all her Bloom departed; Property infecure ; 
Fears and Yealoufies have been sais’d; the Alarum 
founded ; the Drum beat to Arms; and the 
People loudly call’d upon to figh: pro Aris & 
Focis: And all this, when our Liberties were 


when “tis noc poflible to inske them more fecure. 
This is the way, which thefe Authors have taken 
‘0 preferve the Conftitution ; and chefe are the Prin- 


to our Happine/s. 

They have alfo, as they gravely offirm, given 
us genuine Accounts of Publick Tranfa&tions, and 
Foreign Affairs: Here goes the genuine Account 
in their own Words; ‘** Unnatural Alli» ces, 
“ deftruive Expeditions abroad, Merry-making 
** Armado’s at home, impra@icable Treaties, 
“* difhonourable Expedients, Hefian ‘Troops, 
*€ Ivifh Recruits, Gibraltar, Lunkirk, Britip 
“* Flag, Dutchels of Parma big with Child of 
“ a Boy, Armes, Maich of Armies, Rumours 
** of Wars, and yet no Wars; Pesce, and no 
© Peace; Places and Penfions.” And 
when they have roar'd out all thefe Words, they 
fay, they have prov'd Things. Whereas, they 
never prev'd any Treaty to be impradicable or 
unnatural , not one Expedient to be difhonourable ; 
nor one Expedition but what was, at that Time, 
and on that Occafion, seafonable. An Army, 
they know, and ail the World knows, we muft 
have: but we have this to comfort us, that our 
Army is a Legal and National Army, an Army 
rais'd by Law, ard kept up from Year to Year as 
Occafion tequite. "Tis not a Standing Royal Army 
againft Law, as King fames's was; but ‘tis the 
Nation’s Army ; rais'd by the People, to preferve 
the People, upon any Emergencies that may arife 
from without, or from within our felves. This 
is the true State of the Cafe; and we call upon 
the Craft/man, before he bawls out Standing 
Armies again, to fhew, that we ought ro have 
no Troops ; or, how many. 

Thus have we thewn the Defign of the Authors 
of the Craft/man ; and the Means they have made 
ufe of to compafs that Defign ; which is, Ax v- 
SING ALL PERSONS, AND MISREPRE- 
SENTING ALL THINGS, AT HOME 
AND ABROAD. 

The Defign of the Writers againft them have 
been to fhew, that what they have aflerted againft 
the Government, was without Foundation: That 
we were perfely well at Home, and not fo fick 
Abroad as they have reprefented us. This hath 
been the Defign of thofe whom the Craft/man calls 
Minifterial Writers. 

As to the Principles he fpeaks of, and lays to 
the Charge of thefe Writers, I have this to fay, 
that, as often as he has quored the London Journal, 
for any Principles againft Liberty, fo often he bath 
been refuted: But, he will goon; Abufe is his 
fole Bufinefs: He now refers to that Journal, as 
afferting this Doétrine, ** The Neceflity of main- 
“ taining Standing Armies abroad, in order to 
‘© prove€t Foreign Dominions, whofe a are 
“* nor united with ours; and, that we are oblig’d, 
“ at ALL Times, to fupport fuch Dominions.” 
This is the Craft(man’s Charge; now read the 
Words in the London Yournal, and then judge of 
his Honefly: The Words are chefe, (fee Lowden

| “ had no Hanover Dominions, it might be the

* s1oNs, to keep Troops in Pay, and Princes too > 

** And whenever thofe Occaftons rife, the Hanover 

:** Dominions will be of the greateft Service in the 

** World to us, as they will engage us to do thar 
|“* more warmly from Necefity, which we fhould 
“* perhaps do more cooly trom Reafon. 

Thele are the Words ; from whence the Craft/- 
man dtaws this Conclufion, that the Writer of the 
London Fournal has aliccted, that we are obliged, 
AT ALLt Times, to fuppore Dominions, 
whofe Interef's are not united with ours: That is, 
becaufe the Author of the Londom Yournal has af- 














ciples which they have advanced, as fundamental} ‘ered, that we ought, om certatm Occafions, when 


our Intereft requires it, and at fome Times, to keep 
Foreign Wrinces and ‘Troops in Pay; Therefore, be 
has silerted we ought to keep them in Pay at a# 
Times, 20d om alt Occafions, and when onr Interef 
don't require it. 

Thete are the Men who pretend to Reafon ; and 
thefe are theie Do&trines; View them well! 

As to what the Craft/man has charg'd upon 
other Authors, I have nothing to fay; they are 
of Age, ley them {peak tor themfelves: Tho? 
I'm fure thé greateft Part of the Charge is falfe ; 
for they never wrote for Arbitrary Power, or Paf- 
five Obedience If they have talked or wrote for 
Hereditary Right; they have talked again my 
Opinion; aod againft. the Do@rine of the Revolu- 
tion too. 1 know no Right to Power, but, Confent 
or Agreement. So that, the prefent Royal Family 
hath art RiGurt in themfelves, by Virtue 
of the Authority of the People affembled in Parlia- 
ment, and the Laws of tke Land; which Right 
was generously ackoowledged in the Motto upon a 
Medal ftruck at the late King’s Coronation, 
TuxNosres anno Propre Consents 
tn Gj; in which Moto, the Royal Family Recog- 
nized this Right by the Laws of the Land: Thefe 
Laws they have facredly and inviolably main- 
tained, and confantly ruled by: And may they 
continue to Rule by them, till Time fhall be no 
more ; and fo be truly glorious Princes, over a free

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Bruffels, Fuly 26 

HE Duke of Lorrain fet out hence on 
Monday laft, to fee Namur, Charleroy, 
Mons, Aeth, Tournay, Audenard, Courtray, 
Menin, Ypres, Furnes, Neuport, Offend, Bru- 
ges, Ghent, and Dendermonde ; end purpofed 
to go back here againft che Arch-dutchefs's Birih- 
day, his Royal Mighnefs having lett half his 
Retinue behind him. We have lately received 
the following Advices from Eaft-India, viz. 

1. ‘That Mynheer Miemme, Supercargo of 
the Oftend Company's Ships, bad lefr the Care 
of them to Meffieurs Skolomin and Srruvel, 
and was gone, with feveral of the Officers 
under him, on board a French Ship, with 
which they are {peedily expef&ted home. - 
2. * That they hoped the Apollo, commanded 
* by Captain Cayaphas, which had taken ano- 
* ther Route to come home from China, would 
* by that means avoid all Impediments what. 
* ever. 

3. * That another Oftend Ship, under Proflien 
* Colours alfo, was very. much hindered by the 
* Englih Ships from coming into the Gangesgy 
* order co fail to ; and thar the fai 
* lifh Ships had even taken « Pewche, 
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® was fent by the Oltend Faéory there, to aflift 


* the faid Ship. 
Venice, July 12 They write from Conftanti- 


nople, that chey had fent away feveral Veffels for 


- the Black Sea, with Provifions and Ammunition 


for the Fortrefs of Afoph : and that the Bafhaw 
of Salonichi had received Orders to repair co the 
Ifland of Candia with four of the Grand Seignior’s 
Galleys: By the fame Letters we received the 
following Particulars of the Vitory gained by his 
Highnefs's Army over that of the King af Perfia’s. 
On the 1oth of February laft, the King of Perfia, 
who had formed the Refolytion to retake the 
City of Tauris, began his March in order to lay 
Siege to it, at the Head of an Army of 100,000, 
Men. His Defign was, to take ic by Storm ; bur 
having been feveral times repulfed with the Lofs 
of his beft Officers, he was determined to form 
the Siege, and to open Trenches; when Advice 
was brought him, that there was a Divifion at 
Erivan, between the Garrifon and the Seraskier 
Ali Bathaw, whom the Janizaries refufed co obey, 
becaufe there was feveral Months Pay due to 
them, and they had not yet received the Prefent 
which the Sultans never fail to make upon their 
Acceffion to the Throne. Upon this Advice, 
the King of Perfia divided his Army, one Malt 
of which he left before Tauris, and marched with 
the other Half cowards Erivan. The Seafon being 
rigorous, his March proved longer than he 
thoughe ; and befides, be had much ado to pafs 
the Mountains in the Pravince of Iran. The 
Seraskier Ali Bathaw, having received Intelli- 
gence of the King of Perfia’s Defign, ftopt the 
Murmurs of the Janizaries, by paying them Part 
of their Arrears out of his own Pocket, and fhurt 
himfelf up in Erivan with a Reinforcement of 
12,000 Men. The King of Perfia, being arriv- 
ed near that Place, did all chat lay in bis Power 
ta draw the Seraskier into a Battle. Several 
Days pafied in Ski:mithing with equal Advan- 
Som ‘hoveule the Turkifh Commender would 
nor run the Rifque of a General Battle, till he 
had received a confiderable Reinforcement of 
T of which he was in Expeétation ; bur 
at laf, ’that Reinforcement being too long upon 
the Road, he ordered a Salley to be made with 
6000 Men, who were privately charged to fly 
upon the §rft Fire, and to draw the King 
Pei fja under a Battery of go Pieces of Cannon, 
which he knew nothing of. This O.der was 
fo well executed, that the Perfians, purfuing 
the Runaway Turks, fell into the Snare: They 
ftood the whole Fire of the Battery, which killed 
them a World of Men ; and the Goyernor of the 
Place marched ont againft them at the Mead of 
go0o Men, who were joined by 14,000 more, 
that were encamped behind a Hill, bur appeared 
upon a certain Signal. Thus the Battle became 
a general one; and the Perfjans behaved them. 
felves like brave Men ; but being very ill armed 
they were ebliged to retire towards che River 
of Aras, where they entrenched themfelves. Had 
the Seraskier purfued them in theie Plight, it is 
‘thought he might have cut them all in pieces; 
but he contented himfelf with this firft Ad- 
vantage, and about the 15th of March following 
the Janizaries infifting to go and fight the 
Petfians again, he refolved to march and attack 
them in their Trenches, Me was at fir repulfed 
with Lofs, which obliged him te retire to his 
Camp ; but the frefly Reinforcement he expected, 
arriving the next Night, he began, the 16th, at 
Break of Day, to cannonade the Perfians from 
a Hill of which he had poffeffed himfelf. The 
Perfjans, who had but very little Artillery, 
quitted their Trenches in Diforder; the Turks 
tfued them; and as they had taken no Care 
bese Retreat, the Seraskier pufhed chem to 
Werke of the Arse, into which moft of them 
threw ¢ ves. The Lofs on thé Perfians fide 
may amount, —s to this Relation, to 18 
Of 20,000 Men, as killed as drowned. The 
King of Pesfia is retired towards Tauris, to re- 
join the Remainder of his Army ; and ‘tis believ- 
ed that notwithftanding his in the Fight 
above, he will go on with the Siege of that

The Affogues arrived here three Days ago, latt 
from the Havanna ; from whence came as Admi- 
ral, and arrived here with them, anew Man of 
War of 60 Guns, called the Conquerour: She 
brought half the Treafure, and is a very hand- 
fome Ship, confidering fhe was buile at the Ha. 
vanna; Part of her Timbers belonged to the 
Quondam Gloucefter, which was fent there to 
be broke up, Off the Capes they fell in with 
the Conde Clavijo’s Squadron, (7 Sail) which 
they joined, and came in Company with to the 
Bay of Bylls, where the Squadron yet continues 
at Anchor, but the reft are gome up to Puntales. 
In going thither the Pilot who had the Charge 
of the Capitana, run her on a Mud Bank, on 
which fhe fat aft for two Hours, but got off 
without Damage. 

Had the King delivered the Flota’s Treafue 
in time, to have been known at La Vera Cruz 
before rhefe Ships came from thence, they would 
have brought double the Sum they do ; feveral 
that defigned to have hipped largely altered 
their Minds, and fent their Money back. “T's 
poflible it may come to his Majefty’s Ears; if {o, 
as he isa pious and wife Prince, fome flatter 
themfelves thar it may produce an Order for the 
Delivery of what is fo unjuftly detained from 
the Commerce; and “twould be good Policy to 
begin fuch Delivery before the new Affogues 
depart, which intend 19 fai] the Beginning of 
Auguft: Bur if it be deferred till the Galleons 
arrive, we haye no Remedy bur Patience.
